Tiiree chancellors of tho ti.x- 
choquor had congratulated the nation on 
the diminution of ritvenne drawn from the 
liquor traflic, and the Queen's speech i-e- 
iterated tho .same aentiniont. Hut even 
asauiaing that alcohol wiis a hariiiloss 
luxury,' could they afford tliis drain on 
their resources, when the [irosaure of life 
and the intensity of competition were sl> 
great, both in a national and inteniation 
al sense. Two daily papers, thru ugh 
correspondents, had lately shown the 
anxiety uf the middle classes. One had 
told of the struggles and poverty of clerks 
in cities, and the other the difficulties of 
parents in starting tlieir sons in life. 
Could there be any doubt a.-i to abandon- 
ing a needless and wasteful expenditure J 
■Would it not be better to turn the eighty- 
one and a half millions of grain u.sod for 
liquor into useful food, and if England 
were relieved from the

that drunkenness entails! .-\ Chinese tra- 
dition stated tliat after their emperor 
forbade liquor it rained gold three days. 
But spirituous hquors, us ^svery man 
knew, were something more than a harm- 
less luxury. They were condemned by 
science oven in moderation aa the cause of 
painful disorders and premature deaths; 
national drunkenness wa.^ nationally rniii- 
ous. 'J'o many Iujulu' became a physical 
temptation. No drnnkaid ever meant to 
be a drunkard, yet tliere were 000,000 
drunkards in England. Xoah discovered 
fermented liquor after the flood, and it 
had drowned more men since than the 
flood itself. Drink iinhicod a morbid im- 
pulse, which became u life long disease, 
oolomoii told the truth about it IJOOO 
yenra ago. Hut tho physical reaults were 
nothing to the moral devastation, the ab- 
ject .servitude, the spirit . lal catastrophy of 
the men "who surrendered to this bondage. 
This wa.s the reasun that drink, year liy 
year, crowded tho workhouse, the guol, 
tho a.syliini, and the hospital, and swelled 
the list of suicides. Hut the curse did 
not stay with ita originator, but spread in 
concentric circles of ruin, tuid tho drunk - 
ard invariably involved his wife and fam- 
ily in tho whirlpool of his own tribulation. 
Let thoin visit tlie public houses on Sat- 
urday night; see the gin palaces in tho 
pauperized districts, and follow their 
votaries home after they are closed and 
find

of which the very air reeked with abomi- 
nations. Formerly the wife was the victim 
of her husband's brulishness.now she was 
his partner. Threats and blows resound 
on tho curse laden air, and the miserable 
children, ragged and half starved, iiuddle 
coiielhet in the cellar or in the chimney, 
or hide under rotten iieaps of rags or 
straw till the storm was passed. In many 
large towns there wtn-e whide streets and 
districts of such drunkards, the dia- 
grace of our civilization and Christianity. 
The only tiling which flourished 
there was tho laiblic house wliicli 
drained from the wretched nei^^hborhoods 
their last life. jAluch had been said lately 
about ''horrible Londnn"uiid tiie. bitter 
cry of its abject shuns. Tho cause of 
this horror was drink; and (here was no 
remedy but removing t'le temptation of 
drink. He would have thought thut any 
man who believed in Ood would have 
been not only ashamed but afraid to swell 
this infamy and ruin. 

THE MAIN CAUSK OF Clil.«E, 

especially crimes of violence, was drink; 
almost every judge on the bench had 
borne this testimony emphatically, indeed 
the root of almost all crime was drink; it 
was a revolting tyiant which influenced 
all ages; ita catalogue was one of violence, 
dishonesty and misery. Net a day passed 
in any; town in England without some 
crime or horror caused by drink. The Al- 
liance Now;i weekly publishes a eliastly 
list called "Fruits of the traflic.'' It was 
ainiply cuttings from numburs .:f neiiLiiii 
newspapers tho recoids of tho police 
courts and the s(V's!ons. It tilled a Inrge 
double columned pamphlet of liO pagci' of 
Stabbing, cutting, wouuding, brutal :ia- 
saults on women and children, public peril 
and accident, deaths s'lUden ana violent, 
liomicide, patricide, inatric o'.e, infanticide, 
suicide and every form of imirdor. One 
evening in four houivj 3G,80;) sromonaiul 
children entered imblic houses. I ho re- 
sults were a tragedy ho squalid and deadly 
aa to sieken tho heart with an hideous 



nightmare. Who could talk of e.\-uggara- 
tion after this ! Was. England to -be 
eternally deluged by this filthy streaih of 
blood and misery .and erimet But-vtUis 
"was not one-half the evil "nor' one-toiith 
of the motives which should move them to 
counteract the curse. We had destroyed 
and exterminated races of mankind by in- 
troducing the vice whose rainilicatioiis 
contaminated everything. This was the 
curse that transformed itito a bans what 
would ntlierwiae be natioual bonus of 
greater wealth and higher wages. Would 
they not pity tho widowa and orphans of 
drink; the women wlio are kicl;ed and 
burnt by drunken sons, and brothers and 
hasbanda;arid tho little children who were 
killed, or die so slowly that none will c.dl 
CiiUed it murder. Were they not at least 
afraid leat if thoy suffered these things a 
voice would command the angel of re- 
tribution to arise, and stand with drawn 
sworil over a country so guilty and so 
apatliefic. lie v.-culd appeal to them fur 
help to avert a nation.al eata.'^trophe ; 
Lot England, if not for shame, 
in self defence, provide tho societies 
with the £25,000 required, for if they 
had done nothing else, yet in the words 
of Lord Shaftesbury "but ioi- them, we 
should have been by tins time 
pluiiyed in such a llofw of drunk- 
enness, immorality and crime .as 
would have rendered the wluile country 
uninhabitable. Could they whose fathers 
had removed the curse of the slave trade 
remain callous and aupino as to this curso 
or would they not deliver Kngland and 
lier dependencies from a deeper and 
deadlier one. Tho archdeacon concluded 
by referring to tho oterniil laws of conse- 
iiuencea, and reiniiidod his audience that 
if they and others refused to see the hand- 
writing glaring on the wall, they must in 
their turn expect the fato of Assyria and 
(jther ancient empires who had expatiated 
tluiir guilt in sudden catastrophe or liny - 
oring decay. The sobriety of China w:;.-, 
was due to Confuoiua, that of India and 
BMrmah to Huddhah, and that of vast 
regions of Asia and Africa to Mahomet. 
These populations abstained at the bid- 
ding of these muii, Ct.nfnscins, Huddliah 
and Mahomet, and behold a greater tlian 
those was here.

000. Five was nearer the figure. Last 
Holiday Billings called to see Villard. 
Billings had quarreled with Villard, ai-d 
there was some ill feeling between them 
When Billings called and found him sick 
in bed, and learned that Villard had ini- 
povorished himself in his ijfl'orts to sup - 
port tho Company, Billings ex|)res3ed en- 
tire belief in Villard's integrity, and there 
rt f,.-; scene ol il-couc;! Nation befweon the 
two. When the t-iscal!' in Wall street 
made their c.-mi;-.;!'."! utiaok on the street, 
Villard was htr.;inii!g every nerve to pre 
serve tho company's credit, ...d began to 
sacrifice his own money. make mat- 

ters worse he was away froii. t."u city, and 
had to do business by telegraph. A cor- 
taiu banking firm was in difficulty, and 
would have failed if he had not come to 
its rescue by raising money on bonds and 
property belonging to him. .So he has 
gone on, giving his own money away, until 
uverytliing ho owns ia pledged. But tliere 
IS one source of atruin upon him which we 
have not mentioned. Money has been 
tru.sted into Ma bauds to invest for other 
people. All financial men know what 
that experience is. His frionds would in - 
sist on having him invest their savimis. 
N\'hen the stock wont down such was Vil- 
lard's sense, of lionoi that I have known 
liini, many a time, to put his hand into 
his own pockot and purchu,se stock to savti 
them from depreciation. I 9up[)o.^o he 
hiia lost SI, 000,000 in this way. "

To THE EuiToii:— Having spent tlio 
iiiosl of this year in your midst and hav- 
ing aeon a groat many improvements in 
the city and country, I now forsee a great 
future for this province. Prosperity in- 
deed has commoncod and will increase 
very rapidly. If our people (I say our aa I 
am almost a British Columbian) will only 
take hold and put their shoulders to the 
wheel tlion a bright future may not be a 
long way oil'. 

Tho Northern Pacific railway is .about 
finished, wo have eaay necoss from tho 
eastern provincea and liave the certain 
prospects of tho ci.ni..letion of the C.ma- 
dian Pacific in the course of two years. 

C;in we not raise siillicieiit money in 
Victoria— from the provincial tjovern- 
nient, city couiied and citizens — to war- 
rant tho Dominion I'ixhibition being held 
in Victoria in Septeraber, 1885. Some 
people may think this talk a little prema- 
ture, but if thoy would only look at the 
tune reijuisite foi- obtaining grounds and 
constructing buildings the two years woiilil 
go by and on tho opening tif the e.\liibition 
thoy would find the work ii it all finished. 

1 think, also, that tho subscriptions 
would be much larger if paid in monthly 
or Cjuarterly instalments instead of in 
one sum. I am afraid the sum rotjnired 
will frighten many, but 1 should ratlior 
take tlie profits our iriorchant.s would 
make through the exhibition than the 
sum thoy would bo required to subscribe. 

We must bring ourHolves before the 
world and bo talked about bofure people 
will come to settle in our colony. I have 
not tiio slightest doubt that if we should 
get the exhibition here and keep it open 
for two weeks Victoria would profit 
handaomoly by it. Wo should have not 
loss than from twenty to thirty thou.sand 
people visit us during that time, as rail- 
road and steamboat companies could be 
induced to sell return tickets at singlo 
f'.'iro or loss. 

Most assuredly we would raquire more 
hotel accommodation, and as we have 
plenty of priv'ate enterprise, many would 
be glad to put up temporary houses such 
as tliey did in Philadelphia at the Con- 
tennial. Twenty thousand people, if mdy 
spending $5 each in town, would leave 
.^100,000, and I do not think thoy would 
average loss than from §15 to 5-20 each, 
which would bring the total up to three or 
four hundred thousand dollars over what

The Supreme Court of I"wa has decided 
that where the ordinances of a town pro- 
vide that licences to sell liquor may be 
issued by the proper authorities, the re- 
neal of such ordinances oiiorates bIso to 
revoke tho licences granted under it.
